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Jennifer Fredericks has been involved with Foreign 
language for three years and has been traveling to 
other countries learning their cultures, customs, and 
languages. When asked what has been one of her most 
memorable experiences in another country, she re- 
plied. 

“As the little boy approached me, the first thing 1 
noticed was the constant blinking of his eyes. His 
mother was behind him and quickly related his story 
in Russian, a language of which 1 had little knowl- 
edge. With no interpreter available, I did the only 
thing I knew, I prayed for him. When I opened my 
eyes after the prayer, I saw his mother weeping with 
joy. God had healed her son’s eyes. As they left, prais- 
ing the Lord, 1 felt humbled and honored that God 
allowed me to spread His Gospel halfway around the 
world.” 

On July 11,1 left O’Hare to begin the trip that has 
changed the eternal lives of thousands of Russians. 
After only one day of training, I left Miami Inter- 
national Airport for a 14 hour flight to Moscow. 

Our daily schedule in Russia began at 7 a.m. with 
an hour of quiet prayer time. Then came breakfast, 
which was usually an egg over easy, and bread. We 
then traveled in teams of 30, all over Moscow, and 
performed the drama, “Allegiance.” The drama is an 
allegory portraying Christ’s life, death, and resurrec- 
tion. After performing the drama one of us would 
tell what Christ has done in our life, then give an altar 
call. After praying with those who came forward, we 
went out in groups of three to minister to the crowd 
and pray with some. 

After my return home on August 11,1 knew my 
life had been deeply changed. Going to a place where 
Bibles are so scarce that people are willing to fight 
for them made me appreciate and respect my free- 
doms.”
